The Democratic State Convention at 


Harrisburg last Thursday was consid- 
ered one of the most representative 
gatherings of the party ever held. 
When roll calj was completed it wa* 
found that every county in the state 
was represented and practically by 
full quota of delegates. 


The Adams County delegates pres- 


ent were those elected at the primaries 
June 1, Wm. Arch. McClean, Geo. W. 
Bchwartz and Geo. Sueeringer. In ad- 
dition County Chairman 8. Miley Mil- 
ler and Hou. Chas. H. Duttera were 
present. 


State Treasurer Berry was chosen 


temporary and -permanent chairman 
of the convention and made a speech 
defining the political issues of the 
year in Pennsylvania. 


After the Democratic platform to be 


found in another column, had been 
adopted, Hon. Wm. T. Creasy placed 
in nomination in a very clever speech 
ae the Democratic candidate for State 
Treasurer, Hon. John G. Harman, and 
bis unanimous election immediately 
followed. Mr. Creasy said : 


"Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen ol 


the Convention: I arise as a represen- 
tative of Columbia county to place in 
nomination a candidate for the office 
of State Treasurer of Pennsylvania, 
and to give reasons why he should be 
nominated, and why the good citizens 
of the Commonwealth should elect 
him.

SOLDIER'S STORY OF BATTLE 


WHAT A SOLDIER SEES IN THE 


THICK OF A FIGHT. 


Rushed in July 2nd from Gulp's 


Hill into the Fight at 


Wheatfield.

whether I had a cold or hut breaKia^t 
OQ the morning of July -ud.. 1S6J at 
Gettysburg, i do reuueiuber some oue 
calling me to get up.

That I had something to eal ife cer- 
tain, but I have my doubts whether 
I had auy hot coflee. 
.No drum beat 


tbe reveille that morniug. Away »tt' 
in the distance I heard a faint bu^le 
call. As I crawled out from under 
my blanket aud glanced around me, 
I chanced to be one of the earliest ri- 
sers. I could see all over the hill 
great bundles of blankets huddled 
close together. 
Every blanket con- 


tained a sleeping soldier ; every knap- 
sack had a drowsy head on it. 
Pres- 


ently the bundles commence to move, 
slowly the soldier- rub their sleepy 
eyes, and gradually, as it were, come 
to life again. It was the last sleep of 
many of them. 
What a kind provi- 


dence that none of us knew what our 
fate wae to be that day! Alas ! "how 
many that shall never again in all 
this coming and going world make 
music upon the threshold!" I now 
recall the sad, but truthful prophecy 
of a gallant fellow, a member of the 
19th regiment of Maine volunteers, 
who on this morning called some of 
bis most intimate comrades around 
him, and bequeathed to each one some 
article of bis limited stock of house- 
hold goods. Says be: "Now, John, I 
want you to take my blanket—it is a 
good one; and, James, you are to have 
my little frying pan: Jones, you take 
my tiu cup"—and so he gradually 
gave away all that he had, saying fi- 
nally : I shall have no use for any of 
these things after to-day, as I feel and 
know that I shall fall in to-day's bat- 
tle." 


"Oh, keep your goods," tbe boys re- 


plied ; you are talking foolishness ;you 
are too good a man to be killed yet." 
But the poor fellow seemed determined 
on carrying out his plans. That after- 
noon, in the thickest of the tight, he 
was shot to death. 


Orders came to us early in the morn- 


ing to change our position to "Culp's 
Hill." So off we trudged up the pike 
to this now memorable spot. 
Axes, 


picks, and shovels were freely dis- 
tributed among the men. 
The engin- 


eers having laid out for us a line on 
which we were to construct breast- 
works, trees were rapidly felled, earth- 
works thrown up and trenches dug. 
Huge logs were placed on the top of 
these earthworks, aud by uoou we had 
quite a formidable obstruction reared. 


Every company in a regiment con- 


tains one or two and sometimes more 
men who manage in some way to 
shirk their duties, and yet who seem 
to go unpunished. 
We had just such 


a fellow in my company named "Mil- 
lard.*7 He had, previous to entering 
the army, followed a circus—running 
a lemonade stand, where you could 
purchase that fascinating drink, -'red 
circus lemonade." He had a peculiar 
talaut for making money, and dis- 
played a great ingenuity iu gettiuc 
hold of his comrades' small change. 
I never saw him in a battle, never 
knew him to work on any fatigue par- 
ty, go on picket, or do anything but 
loaf and wheedle monev out of the 
•oldJen?. Tim morning he made his 
appearance at almost noon, having in 
his itrm<* a large lot of country pies, 
which lie soon wild ai fatniiou.« prices. 
And such pie.«! They say. tl.e short- 
ening was put in crosuway?! Whew ! 
but they were tough: hut theu you 
know a xtldier can eat most anything. 
I believe some of our fellow* could 
digest a ten-penny nail. I had one 
chap ni my company (hat <iie * pound 
of More chee>e lieftite i»reakfas*l. and 
then turned in and made away with 
hie usual morning meal, and still he 
lived. 


Thursday aftermmn July 2d < pa*««d 


in comparative silence, their being but 
little firing. Rut the troops bad not 
been idle. Breastworks and rifle pit* 
had been thrown up and defences 
made of the fences and stone walls, 
ammunition had l«en distributed, 
•applies brought up. and all prepara- 
tions made for the impending contest. 
Our line of battle on Culp's Hill was 
not disturbed at any time during the 
forenoon or up to about o o'clock. We 
«ould distinctly hear the crash of ar- 
tillery and rattle of musketry of Long- 


street's Confederate corps and General 
Sickle'i* command, the M corps, but 
we were totally ignorant of how the 
tiattle was goiuit. whether for or 
against us. Neither could we see any 
part of the battle-Held. We were in a 
dense woods, aud out of sight of every- 
thing but just what was immediately 
iu our front. I.judge it was somewhere 
uear 5 o'clock iu the afternoon wheu 
the command was given for us to fall 
in aud march. As we filed out of the 
breastworks, shells commenced t» 
drop uncomfortably near us. 
The 


rear of our regimeut had hardly got- 
teu away wheu our sergeant-major 
| was struck on the thigh by a bursting 
shell. The limb was almost torn Irom 
tlie body, aud iu a tew minutes he had 
passed iiito eternity. He was a fine, 
iiaudsouie soldier, so young and prom- 
ising— ouiv about 19 years of age. His 
lather was the adjutant of our regi- 
meut. He could uot leave his posi- 
tion. The sou was carried to the hos- 
pital, aud with a sad and heavy heart 
the grief-striebeu lather followed with 
our line. 


Crossing Kock Creek, we soou reach- 


ed the Baltimore pike, making our 
way across the fields towards the fighi- 
ing hue ot tickle's corps. The battle 
was ragiug with terrilic force in our 
front; the wounded and demoralized 
were streaming to.the rear aud through 
our ranks. It was a sad story some 
had to tell : -'My regiment is all cut to 
pieces." said one badly frightened 
mau ; '•! am the only man left of my 
company." Said another: "It is no 
go boys : they are too many for ue; no 
use of your going ahead." Evidently, 
if we had relied upon the information 
given by these laggards, we would 
have felt like retiring. But glancing 
away off to the hill beyond, we could, 
as the smoke lifted at intervals, see 


Aud now the surgeon's work is at its 


height. He has laid off his green sash 
aud the tinseled coat, his sleeves are 
rolled up. It is horrid work! What a 
history could these faithful surgeons 
write? A soldier fairly riddled with 
bullets, like one of our battle-flags, lay 
on a blanket gasping for b r e a t h . 
"Oieorze," said a comrade and a friend 
with one arm in a sling, and who was 
going home on a furlough—"George, 
what shall I tell them at home lor 
you? 
"TelI them." said he, "that

-ay -r,' but—hold down here a min- 
ute—tell Kate there is enough left of 
me to love her till I die." George got 
h> furlough that night, aud left the 
rank* iorever. e-hot away all but his 
heart, that still beat true.

Toast 
Like 
Asparagus— 


When E»calloped Vegetable Is 


Delicious—Mint Vinegar. 


To Cook Young Onions.—Peel, drop 


in cold water and let them soak 15 
minutes. 
Cook tender In boiling salt- 


ed water and serve on slices of but- 
tered toast like asparagus. 
Season 


with salt, pepper and a little but- 
ter. 


Onion Soup.—this 
is 
wholesome 


and "tasty." 
Slice two or three large 


onions and fry yellow in 
butter or 


clarified drippings. 
When soft add 


three tablespoonfuls flour and stir 
until cooked and frothy. 
Now add 


slowly a' pint of boiling water, stir- 
ring until smooth and slightly thick- 
ened. Have ready three potatoes boll 
ed and mashed and add to them a 
quart of milk that has been brought 
just to the scalding point. 
Pat the 


potato and onion mixture together, sea- 
son with salt and pepper, let it get 
very hot, then press through a strain- 
er into a hot tureen. Sprinkle over 
the top a little parsley minced fine and 
a handful crisp croutons. 


Escalloped 
Onions. — Peel half 
a 


dozen large onions and lay in cold 
water for an hour. Cut in thick s!:o?s 
and put on to cook in boiling; salted 
water. 
Boil ten minutes, drain and 


cover again with boiling water. Cook 
until they are tender, but still firm. 
Have ready a pint of 
rather 
thin 


ciearu sauce. 
Butter a baking di-sh. 


put in a layer of oaior.s, then one of 
the sauce and sprinkle with bread 
sauce and crumbs and so on until the 
dish is full, having the last layer of 
buttered crumbs. 
Bake in a quick- 


oven and brown. 
A little cheese may 


be used with each layer of crumbs, if 
desired. 
There should be enough of 


the thin cream sauce used to show 
generously about the 
onions 
when 


served. 


Mint Vinegar.—Fill loosely a large 


wide-mouthed bottle with the 
mint 


leaves. 
Pour in vinegar, cork secure- 


ly and let it remain for two or three 
we^ks. Then pour off the vinegar into 
another bottle and keep well corked 
until needed. This is a capita! substi- 
tute for fresh mint when- the latter 
cannot be obtained. 


Cowslip Vinegar.—An excellent vin- 


egar is also made from cowslips (prim- 
ula). 
Put one quart of the pips into 


a jar with three pints white wine 
vinegar. 
Cork tightly and let it re- 


main for ten days. Strain, bottle and 
seal. An excellent addition are a few 
sweet briar tips—three or four to two 
cups of the liquid. 


Vegetable Cutlets.—Boil separately 


until tender a half dozen French car- 
rots, a turnip and an onion. 
Mash 


thoroughly and mix with a 
cupful 


cooked lentils drained perfectly dry. 
Season with minced parsley, salt and 
pepper, and a beaten egg and bread 
crumbs to bind together. 
Form into 


croquettes, cutlet shaped, dip in beat- 
en egg, roll in fine crumbs and fry in 
deep fat. 
Garnish with parsley and 


serve hot. A little curry powder may 
be added to the seasoning.

Along in the evening Winters and a 
few others started a pcker game in 
a tent which was pitched just at the 
edge of a steep hill. 
When I got 


through with my duties as agent I 
went up to take a look at the same 


"I was invited to take a hand, and 


that being about the only wav to pa«s 
away the time I sat in. 
The other 


players were sitting upon empty pow- 
der kegs and boxes, and I went to the 
commissary tent near by and got an 
empty flour barrel, which I used for 
a seat. 


"The 
game progressed without in- 


cident for an hour or two and then 
there occurred the biggest rumpus I | 
was ever in.

Room.

house of the old feather duster. 
Th« 


rwruitK in the warfare against con- 
sumption have taken up arms against 
it. 
A good deal is heard about street 


ist ai>d soft coal as a nuisance and 


as dangerous to the public health. 
but we are apt to forget that right In 
our own homes we often have a dan- 
ger that is perhaps just as great as.. 
either of these. 
The old-fashion«t 


way of cleaning a room with a feath> 
er dusted is a real menace to health., 
The men who have organized anti-tu> 
berculosis movements have come out. 
with the following public 
announce- 


ment about sweeping and dusting: 


"When you sweep a room raise aa 


little dust as possible, because this 
dust when breathed irritates the nose 
and throat and may set up catarrh. 
Some of the dust breathed In 
the 


dusty air reaches the lungs, making. 
parts of them black and hard and use- 
less. 


"To prevent making a dust in sweep- 


ing, use moist sawdust on bare floors. 
When the room is carpeted, moisten 
a newspaper and tear it into small 
scraps and scatter upon the carpet 
where you begin sweeping. 
As you 


sweep brush the papers along by the 
broom, and they will catch most of the 
dust and' hold it fast, just as the saw* 
dust does on bare floors. Do not have 
either the paper or the sawdust drip*. 
ping wet. only moist. 


"In dusting a room do not use 
a 


feather duster, because this does not 
remove the dust from the room, but 
only brushes it into the air so that 
you breathe it in; or it settles down,. 
and then you have to do the worfc 
over again. 


"Use soft, dry cloths to dust with 


and shake them frequently out of the 
window, or use 
slightly 
moistened; 


cloths and rinse them out in water 
when you have finished. In this way 
you get the dust out of the room. 


"In cleaning rooms you should 


member that dust settles upon 
floors as well as on the furniture, and! 
is stirred into the air we breathe by- 
walking across the floors. You can 
easily remove all this dust in rooms 
which have bare floors, in houses* 
stores, shops, schoolrooms, etc., after 
the dust has settled, by passing over 
the floor a mop which has been wrung 
out so as to be only moist, not drip* 
ping wet." 


POINTS ON IRONING LACE. 


Well to Remember If You Desire th% 


Best Results. 


One of the points to remember when 


ironing lace is to iron it well to tho- 
width, so that the whole design of tho- 
lace will show clear and distinct and 
look as near like the new material aa 
possible. 


To do this the lace must be carefuN 


ly pulled to the width and then placed: 
on the table wrong side up and ironed 
along the straight edge, holding the 
lace up in front of the iron so that 
the toe of the iron may press the lac« 
to the width and also keep the sel- 
vedge straight. 


Again place the lace flat on the ta- 


ble and iron across the width, press- 
ing the toe of the iron into each point 
until it is quite dry. If the lace has a 
raised pattern, a thick piece of felt 
or three folds of ordinary blanket may 
be slipped under the ironing sheet 
and the lace ironed over it. This will 
raise the work considerably. 


Very fine lace 
should 
be ironed 


through muslin and 
never 
touched 


with the bare metal.
